Cuban army officer, according to Galvin. His 14-year 
silence gains new emphasis in light of recent CIA in- 
vestigations by congressional committees. 

The Irishman said he first knew Rodriguez when the 
latter was a ship’s officer. Galvin said he met him again 
in Cork in 1963 and was told then of the assassination plot 
but the murder attempt was suddenly cancelled. 

To add further intrigue. Galvin says the Cuban squad 
was ordered to Dallas and that Rodriguez later was mur- 
dered himself. ■ , ■ . „ , 

So far Galvin has not stated why he kept quiet so long. 
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
